realme of Scotlande: That is to ſape.fyzſt the moſt noble pzogenitours 
of the kynges mateſty, kynges of this realme, krom the kyꝛſte inſtitution 
and eſtablyſhement of the kyngdome realme and crowne of Scotlande, 
and longe after, were iuſtly and laufully the ſupꝛeme and naturall ſoue⸗ 
rapne lo2des of the ſapde realme and crowne of Scotlande, and had the 
ſubiection and obedtence therof in ſuch caſe; that the kynges of Stotland 
dyd to them homage ſeruice and fealty of the ſapde realme and crowne of 
Dcotlande, and the Illes and membzes of the ſame. Ind afterwarde foz 
dyuers and ſondzy great crimes treaſons and rebellions, attempted done 
and commytted by the kynges of Scotlande vnto the moſt noble pzogent

And albeit that the enterpzyſe and actual 
exerciſe of his hyghnes ſayde title and ryghte hath ben ſpared # fo:bozne, 
as well by his maieſty, as by the late nobie kynge his hyghnes father of 
famous memozte kynge Henry the. vti. in reſpecte ot᷑ mariage and pꝛoxi⸗ 
mity of bloud, and alſo of the minozity ot the late kynge of Scotlande, 
nephey vnto the kynges maieſtie: Yet that ſurceſſe and fozbearyng, ne any 
other thynges ſuffred by any. of his mateſttes moſt noble pzogenitours, 
can ne ought in any wyſe appayꝛe pꝛeiudice oz hurte the tuſteryghte tytle 
and intereſt of our ſayd ſouerayne loꝛde, grounded ſo certapnly and ſurely 
* is by good auncient and autentykereeozdes and wꝛitinges, tetogni⸗ 
and confyzmed by — > the great ſeale ot Scotland. 
Al be it the ſayd late pꝛetenled kynge ol Dcottes, beynge but an vſurper 
ofthe crowne and realme of: Scotlande, by the —— of the 
 fubiectes of the ſame, hath nom ol late diuers and ſondzy tymes moſt cru⸗ 
elly and maliciouſiy made and committed ſondzy inuaſpons vſurpations 
incurſes murders ſlaughters burnynges ſpoyles robberies and other no⸗ 
table hurtes and iniuries, in and vpdi the marches om 
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glande agapnſt Stotland, and vpon the kynges loupnge lubiectes there 
dwellynge and inhabitynge, agaynſt all honour reaſon honeſtte leges and 
amitie hertofoze made by the ſayde late pzetenſed kynge, to the kynges 
maicltte.as well by wzptinge'bnder his greatſeale,confpzmed by his othe 
as by his letters, ainbaſſadours, oꝛatouts, and cõmiſſioners. Ind all be it 


thekyuges moſt royall maieſtie (conſyderynge the ſayde late pꝛetenſed 


kynge to be his nephewe)vſed all reaſonable wayes and meanes to haue 
reduted and bꝛonght hym to honeſt cddicions of peace and quietnes 2 pet 
neuertheleſle the lad late kynge ol Scottes, offeringe by kapꝛe diſſimu-

ktourme andeffecte of this pzeſent act of parliament, to al intentes cõſtra⸗ 
ctions and purpoſes, in ſuch maner, as thoughe it were ſpecially plainly a 
perticularly expzeſſed and rehearſed in this pꝛeſent act, by expzeſſe wozdes 
termes and ſentences in they; ſeuerall natures and kyndes, 
CPROVIDED alwape, and he it enacted by thauctozyte afozeſaide, 
that euery lape perſone, hauynge any ſpirituall pzomocton chargeable by 
thts acte. And alſo hauing tempozall poſſeſſions goodes cattalles  deb- 
tes, chargeable to the ſublidie graunted by the tempozaltie, ſhalbe char⸗ 

ed taxed and ſet foz his ſaide ſpirituall pzomocton with the clergie, and
